The article reveals a complex 
web of relationships between 
Hong 天 ong'Ss criminal Syndil- 
cates and SF banks，drug traf- 
fickers，legitimate businesses 
and local gangs.

Gang leaders in 百 K may 
CT ERICcSEEO TERRYVWVCSLE 
Coast，and to San Francisco in 
particular，the article says. This 
presents "the possibility of a 
wholesale emiligration from Hong 
Kong of its worst _ criminal 
elements who would arrive in 
the US with large amounts of 


capital and experience in her- 
oin trafficking” and other 
criminal activities，the report 


adds. 

David E. apblan，news editor 
at the SF Center for Investiga- 
tive Reporting， Donald Gold- 
berg，Senior Staff associate on 
the Syndicated Jack Anderson 
column，and Linda Jue， 天 oczS' 
assSociate editor，conducted an 
12-month investigation into the 
problem. 

One of the HK gangs” most 
important activities in SF is 
money laundering: "taking funds 
-- usually cash -- typically 
made through illicit activity 
and concealing it，investing it， 
“washing” it until it seems as 
clean as your favorite charity," 
SaySs the report. 

HK gangs，known as "triad 
Socleties,"” bour cash，profits 
from heroin traffic，prostitu- 
tion， gambling and extortion 
intoO SF，which Focrs describes 
aS "the West Coast money laun- 
drVy.” 

"The massive infusion of 
SuSpect caplital into San Fran- 
cisco may be slowly changing 
the face of Chinatown and of 
Chinese organized crime in the 
clty， Behind the influx is an 
array of complicit American 
and Hong 天 ong banks，busi- 
nesses and businessmen who 
find it easy to turn the other

Unwitting bank officials

reports for cash transactions of 
more than $10,000，The System 
came complete with a detailed 
Schematic illustrating the flow 
of money through dummy and 
control accounts,” the Story 
continues. 

Though four Liu Chong Hing 
leaders were later convicted 
and Sentenced to brief pbrison 
terms for their crimes，this case 
was just the tip of the iceberg， 
FoclSs Saild.

US BANKS INVOLVED 


Major US banks have also 
been implicated in money laun- 
dering operations. 

In August 1985$， the US Trea- 
SUIY Department fined Crocker 
bank $2.3 million "for violating 
the 1980 Bank Secrecy Act by 
failing to _ report thousands of 
large cash transactions totaling 
$3.89 billion during the last 


five years.， Nearly all the 
money came from Six Hong 
Kong banks Somehow 


Crocker .managed to forget to 
notify the feds about nearly 
7,900" transactions of more than 
$10,000，severely hampering the 


government's ability to track 
money laundering operations， 
EoclS Said. 


Bank of America was also 
fined more than 9$4.75 million 
for failing to notify the gov- 
ernment about more than 17,000 
Such cash transactions. 

A Study by the Boslonr Clope 
Showed that Bay Area banks 
failed to report one in every 
four cash _ transactions .of more 
than $10,000，the Focxs piece 
Salid，the highest omission rate 
in the nation. 

About a _ third of American 


cash repatriated from HK 
between 1982 and mid-1984 
came "in denominations Smaller 


than hundred dollar bills 
'a telltale sign of drug traffick- 
jing and money laundering,? 
Said the repbort， The increase in 
US currency Tepatriated from 
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HK _ during this period paral- 
leled a rise in the amount of 
heroin Smuggled to the US 
from Southeast Asia， 天 oc13 
added. 


HEROIN SMUGGLING 


"The Chinese crime Syndicates 
play a key role in Smuggling 
almost half the heroin Teaching 


the West Coast,"” the article 
claims. Most of the heroin 
comes from "The Golden 
Triangle,” an area "bordering 
Thailand，Laos and Burma." 

"The Smuggling， which is 
largely  _ controlled by 了 Hong 


Kong and Thai triads，can take 
on gruesome dimensions， One 
particularly sensational case in 
1979 involved aa Thailand-to- 
Malayslia Smuggling ring that 
kidnapped or bought babies， 
murdered them，removed their 
internal organs and stuffed the 
babies with bags of heroin. The 
COTrpPSeSs were carried across the 
border as Sleeping infants by 
Specially recrulted “mothers.， 
According to the Rar Easter7mz 
尼 co1o1jzzc Reyiew， The infants 
had to be used within 12 hours 
of death while the faces 
retained their color,”” the Teport 
Sald. 

Heroin traffic in the US， 
though less-publicized since 
cocaine became Such a popular 
drug，1is Still a major problem 
here， Focus contends._ "An 
estimated 300,000 highly 
addicted heroin users in this 
country . . .account for a huge 
percentage of the Street crime， 
burglaries and theft reported 
nationwide." 

But narcotics trade is not the 
only danger ASsian organized 
crime Syndicates pose to the 
US，the article Says. The triads 
are also_ investing in legitimate 
SF businesses，with the help of 


local gangs and community 
leaders. 
Local Chinese youth gangs， 


who gained media attention 
after the 1977 massacre at 
Chinatown'”s Golden Dragon res- 
taurant，have grown Up，a Side- 
bar to the report SaysS. 

The gangs are no longer just 
teenagers fighting local gang 
wars and committing Street 
crimes; they are _ involved in a 
network of "organized crime 
that functions on an increas- 
ingly international level," 
according to the article.

20S and 30s,have moved on to- 


legitimate and quasi-legitimate 
enterprises that act as shields 
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for Such syndicated crime oper-， 
ations “as money laundering 
drug trafficking， prostitution | 
and racketeering.

SAN FRANCISCO - In China， 


art is Still controlled by the 
government， but artists no 
longer try to please the govern- 
ment as they did during the 
Cultural Revolution. They 
recelive monthly stipends and 
bonuses when the government 
buys 3a work for a national 
muUseunn. 

Five graduates of the _ Central 
Fine Art Academy in Beijing 
who currently 1live in New 
York Clity are Showing paint- 
ingSs and sctlptures at the 
Montgomely Gallery in SF Jin 
Gao，Wang Jida，Zhang Hong 
Nian，Chen Dan Qing and Li 
Quan Wu learned to draw and 
paint figures as well as tradi- 
tional Chinese Subjects，such as 
landscapes at the academy. 
They became adept with oil 
and ink painting，but for them， 
contemporary American art is 
where 1lt's at. 

Thelir current works reflect 
their interest in Western ideas 
about art: revealing emotions 
and perceptions，conveying 1light 
and perspective，and showing 
realistically the drama and 
cmotion of everyday people. 
Although made in America，the 
works continue directions they 
began in Beijing. 


These artists would rather 
have 3a free marketplace of 
interested consumers who deter- 
mine the Success of commercial 
artists. 

Chen，33，Spoke of the 1lack 
of opportunities for artists in 
China. "There are no galleriles, 
no_ art markets. Al commils- 
Sions are given by the govern- 
ment. Some people in Beijing 
or Shanghai buy posters，bnut 
only one in a million buys art. 
A painting Sells for maybe 20 
to 30 Chinese dollars. 
Although there is a gallery at 
the ”academy， artists Tarely 
have Solo Shows. They show 
works .at national exhibitions 
Organlzed by the government OFT 
by national artist associations." 

Wang，352，one of China's 
most famous sculptors and 
renowned for his portrait of 
Chairman Mao，explained the 
difference regarding Sculptors. 
Since coming to New York 
with his wife，Gao，he has had 
many commissions， including 
replicas of the State of Liberty 
for the Ellis Island Foundation. 

"There is less tradition with 
Sculpture to _ start with. Most 
of my work is_ commissioned by 
the government. As recently as 
three years ag0，it's possible to 
make 3$30,000 or $80,000 in 
Chinese money for a commis- 


Sion for a pbark or city Square， 
And that'Ss with no tax! 工 palid 
for my air ticket with a com- 


mission. It would have taken 
me 20 years to Save that 
amountt" 

Zhang,， 39， added， "Most 


beopble prefer Western oil paint- 
ings. There is great enthusiasm 
for Western civilization. Before 
the _ Cultural Revolution， we 
were told that art Serves the 
masses，and we did propaganda 
art. After that，people hated 
this ldea. We have more 
chances for exhibits but the 
government Spends less on pur- 
chasing art. With no market 
for private art，there is less 
chance for an artist to make a 
living. More exhibits do not 
mean more income.” 

"People in the country buy a 
new year'Ss print -- very tradi- 
tional work -- and put it- on 
thelir doors and windows each 
yeaT." 
added Jin，3$2，who for 30 years 
has painted the nomadic herds- 
men of Mongolia. "They don't 
even know about western oil 
painting.” 

These Chinese artists make 
no attempt to combine Chinese 
and Western art Unlike early 
20th century masters SUch as 
Hsu Pei Hung or Ting Yuen- 
Yung who tried to do so. 

"I make no effort to inte- 
grate 上 Eastern and Western art:; 
it's like grafting a horse and a 


COWwW. It Sounds ridiculous 
because we don't think 1like 
this,” Said Zhang， who now 
studies at the Art Students 


League in New York. "Chinese 
traditional arts are _ finished. It's 
like Greek or Egyptian arts 
which are now gone." 

"I agree that traditional 
painting is dead,"” said Li，?29， 
who paints to pay for a post- 
graduate degree in English and 
painting at New Port College in 
New York. 

"The traditional art 
taken their course and blos- 
Somed. The Spirit will always 
be there._ The Chinese contri- 
bution will be found in the 
Spirit of the work.，I like to 
USe Western methods but my 
total being is Chinese. Idon't 


have 


,wish to _ change this,” Li said. 


"The early modern masters 
Such as Ting Yuen Yung and 
Hsu Pei Hung who founded the 
Central Fine Art Academy 
weren't Successful because they 


later gave up oil painting for 
traditional brush paintings," 
Sald Zhang. 


Each artist draws inspiration 
from many Sources. Jin Gao 
and Wang Jida，who came to 
the US to _ visit relatives，work 
from photographs，sketches and 
memories， They continue to 
make annual trips to Mongolia. 


Zhang，who is studying Paint 
ing at New York City Collese' 
explained his fascination with 
Scenes of Tibet. "After thae 
Cultural Revolution when art 
was Supposed to Serve the state 
I wanted to Show my deep feel 
ingSs，at Someplace very quiet 
far from the_ city. 工 went to 
Tibet，a _ very peaceful place.” 

"Recently ”TI traveled 
Phoenix and Saw America 
Western paintings. Some people 
think my work is 1like this，b 证 
to me it Shows 3 Strong Sen 
of conquering the land. Min 
is more pastoral and dreamlike 

"My 。， Subjects are about 
China;,”sSalid Li "They reflect 
my feelings，where Tve traveled 
and what PTPve Seen.

The artists had several reaca | 
tions to what has impressed 
them most in America “TVeli 
been able to discover who LT 
really am，but this reVelation 
has not been easy,”said Zhang. 

"The possiblility of fulfillingl 
one"S wishes,” Said Wang: In 
China everything doesn 包 
depend on money. You can doj| 
what you want in youT station 
without worrying about a 1ive 本 | 
lihood. In America，you have 
to _ find Some way of making 
money before you can do what 
YOU wish.” 

"That's right,"” Chen said， 
"American .freedom has two 
Sides."

Together， 
the two made fortunes in joint 
business deals，the article said. 
In an interview with Focz3， 
Pius Lee commented on his 
relationship with Wai Man Lee: 
"He's my partner in a num- 
ber of ;deals, :that's 、 all 535 
never question about my 
client's background or anything.

China Revisited 1986: The Chinese of Ammerrca Exhibit in the PRC

The wide expanse of the 
Pacific Ocean Separates China 
and the United States，Often 


there is just as wide a gulf 
between the reality of Ameri- 
can life and the Chinese mental 
image of American Society in 
generai，and that of Chinese 
Americans in particular. 


Hoping t0 hplp narrow this 
gap ln understanding the Chi- 
nese _ Culture Foundation of San 
Franciseco (CCFE) sent its large- 
Scale pictorial exhibit， "Chinese 
of America， 1785$-1980"， to 
Shanghalil in early 1985，where 
it exhibited for 11 days last 
Summer as 3a cultural exchange 
activity in the 1983 SF- 
Shanghai Friendship City pro- 
Eram. 


After the closing，Shanghai 
authorities forwarded the 13 
crates of exhibit ware to Beij- 
ing'S Overseas Chinese Histori- 
cal Society (OCHS)，to whom 
CCFE has donated the entire Set. 
And from Sept 29 through Oct 
12 of this year the "Chinese of 
America"” exhibit met the Beij- 
ing public as one of the major 
events commemorating the 30th 
anniversary of the Returned 
Overseas Chinese Association 
(ROCA)，OCHS's parent organi- 
zation. My wife Laura and I 
were guests at the opening. 


The show was installed in 
the Art Exhibition Hall， kitty 
corner from the Overseas Chi- 
nese Hotel on Beijing'Ss busy 
Wangfujing Street， The 1location

SAN FRANCISCO - A Dec. 6 
fundraliser at the Chinatown 
YWCA entitled "First Gift of 
the Season"” will give local 
chance to help 
complete the cycle of change 
that has Swept through the 也 
during the past SIX yearS. 

Probably at no time in the 
center's 70-year hlistory have So 
many changes occurred within 
Such 3a short Span of time. 
In 1980，the Y's Residence Club 
was_ converted into Senior hous- 
ing thanks to a large grant 
from the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development 
(HUD). In 1981，Teresa WUu 
was named executive director; 
under her guidance，the mem- 
bership has grown from 200 to 
more than 1,000，and several 
bold new programs have been 
introduced. 

But not all changes have 
been positive. Longtime 立 
Supportors visiting the second 
floor of the 9653 Clay ft. 
building may be shocked by the 
condition of the Sai Ling Ter- 
race，3a 2S-by-40 foot clubroom 
that was torn up during the 
housing ITrenovations， and has 
Since been abandoned. 

The Stripped-away 
reveals ugly blocks of bare 
concrete hung with Sprinkler 
pipes. The musty air exudes 
dust and decay. Nevertheless， 
the room has already been par- 
tially restored and needs just 
$15,000 to complete the job，

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ground，it is virtually identical 


to _ the way it looked in 1932， 
when the building was con- 
structed. 


At that time，the Space 0ccu- 
pying Sal Ling Terrace was 
five bedrooms for Chinese 
American women. But with the 
integration of Chinese into 
the American mainstream Start- 
ing in the 1940s，it was decided 
in 19S$0 to convert the rooms 
into 3a single large clubroom. 
The name was chosen in honor 
of the first empbpress of China， 
Luo Zu，who 1lived at Sal Ling 
near the Yellow River abonut 
4.300 years ago0,， 

In 1980，contractors funded 
by HUD found 1it necessary to 
run the heating and electrical 
Systems through Sali Ling Ter- 
race whlle converting the regu- 
lar housing into_ senior housing. 
But HUD would not fund reno- 
vations for the room unless it 
was Set aside excluslvely for 
Senliors. IThat Same year，the 
fire marshal ordered the Toom 
closed for lack of fire exits. 

In 1983，the YY held a fun- 
dralser _ that _ netted 9$11.000 for 
Sal Ling Terrace，and applied 
for a $38,000 _ grant from the 


city's Office of Community 
Development. TIhe OCD money 
arrived 1last March，and the 


renovatlons began. But，finding 
itself still $15$,000 short，the Y'S 
all-female Committee of Man- 
agement made plans for the

DENYER - Minoru Yasui， 
who gained national fame for 
reSlisting the internment'*” order 
against West Coast Japanese 
Americans in 1942，died of 
cancer Nov 12 at age 70. 

Unlike the three other Japa- 
nese Americans Who challenged 
the internment -- Gordon Hira- 
bayashl，Fred 开 orematsu and 
Mitsuye Endo -- Yasui was an 
attorney who became an expert 
on the legal ramifications of 
the mass internment.  A native 
of Oregon，he spent most of his 
career jn Denver as member 
and then executive director of 
the city's Commission on Com- 
munity Relations. 

In 1942 he walked into a 
Portland  _ police station and 
insisted that he be arrested for 
challenging the 8 bm curfew 


against Japanese Americans.， He 
Spent 3a year ln Solitary con- 
finement.

resumed his law practice and 
worked actively for the next 44 
years in Support of redress.

CHINESE AMERICAN POLITICAL STRENGTH SHOWN IN '86 ELECTION

In a rare post-election editorial Nov. 11 on Chinese American participation in San Francisco 
politics，the SF Examiner concluded the following: 


"A significant and welcome development in last week's San Francisco election cannot be measured 
in the performance of any one candidate，but in the full-fledged entry of an entire _ community 
into the political process. The 1986 election will be remembered as a historic turning point here in 
which Chinese American leaders rejected tired rhetorical admonitions that they maintain 3a 1ow 
profile and Support others，and instead burst forth as major candidates in their Owna right .Local 
politics will never be the same.， The emergence of Asian leaders is a major blow to machine 
politicians who long counted on the Chinese to be financial contributors but not political equals." 


In Support of these conclusions，the editorial cited the _ "critical" Chinese American Support in the 
close election of Quentin Kopp to the state Senate，the large number of Chinese American candi- 
dates running for public offices，the impressive Showing of Julie Tang in both the votes, She 
received and the 3$250,000 she raised in six weeks，and Chinese American declaration of indepen- 
dence from machine politicians led by Assembly Speaker Willie Brown. 


While we do _ not agree with all the particulars mentioned in the editorial，we concur with the 
general conclusion that "local _ politics will never be the same" In fact，we reached _ this same 
conclusion in this column a week before the election on Oct 30. 


Most encouraging to the Chinese American community is how close both Julie Tang and Leland 
Yee came toward unseating incumbents Supervisor Wendy Nelder and school commissioner MYyTa 
Kopf，respectively. Not to be overlooked is the fact that both Tang and Yee did so well in spite 
of the so-called "vote-splitting" competition from other Chinese _ American candidates endorsed by 
major media Such as SF Cjpronicle and 已 xamainer Both candidates handily outdistanced their 
Chinese American competitors，William Gee and Gilman Louie，in every neighborhood in San Fran- 
cisco，including neighborhoods with high concentration of Chinese American voters，discrediting 
once and for all the single-candidate strategy still being advocated by certain segments of the 
Chinese American population. 


Even though Alan Wong，the only Chinese American candidate running as an incumbent，was the 
only one elected in the November election，the results command reSpect and clearly demonstrate the 
importance of running credible and electable Chinese American candidates. They also show the 
need for both elected and appointed officials to pay more attention to and be more responsive to 
the long politically disenfranchized Chinese American community in San Francisco. 


As we mentioned in the Oct 30 editorial，Chinese Americans are tired of being taken for 
granted and they are determined to reverse the Situation with neither inhibition nor apology. The 
results of the November election made this point unmistakably clear. In spite of the disappointing 
election turnout，Chinese Americans have reasons to be proud of their convincing presence in SE 
politics and to demand a bigger role to the affairs of the City;
